in thia connection; but as Parliament 
makes the laws for the guidance of 
Judges, and most Judges judiciously 
follow. the same spirit, the sentiment 
may be said to apply equally to reporting 
in general.

THE $17,000 OASE FINALLY 
DISPOSED OF. - 
“THE PRISONEEB BENTENOED. 
Chun Shun Yee and Tam Yew Tong, 
who were charged on two counts with 
haying on Nov. 2ad 1878 and agaia on the 


“80th June this year, unlawfully conspired, 


confederated and agreed with another two 
men not before the Qourt, Ho Cbui Tin 
and Cha Fan, to cheat and defraud one 
Wong Ming Leong of cortain moneys, were 
both convicted: the other day by a jury 
composed of the following gentlemen :— 
Menara T. G. Williamson, H. W. Davis, 
F..A, Grobien, J. Eneton Squier, 0. P. 
Chater, P, A, da Costa and D. Gillies. 

The prosecution has been conducted for 
the Attorney General by Mr Hayllar, Q.C., 
Inatruoted by Mr Brereton, and the accused 
have respectively been. defended by Mr 4. 
L; Dennys, appearing as an Advocate by 
permission of the Court, and Mr Ng Achoy. 

The prisoners were brought up for 
sentecce, ‘The Court was densely crowded, 
a large number of Europeans belng presont. 

Mr Dennya, who appeared for the firat 
defendant, desired to say a few words as to 
his cave and to call several witnesses as to 
bis character. With regard to the man 
himeolf he had simply to. say that he had 
beon a very large merchant in this Colony, 
and he hdd been here for a great many 
ears, During the-whole of that time he 
had behaved himself honourably in all his 
business transactions and had borne a 
thoroughly good character amongst those 
who have had dealings wlthhim. He was a 
married man and had-a family who would 
be greatly distressed by his being sent to 
gaol ; they would he left entirely without 
the means of subsistance. : 

The Chief Justico: That is always so 
It {s stereotyped. at 

Mr Dennys : That was the’ only matter 
which I could‘have put in an affidavit and 
go I did not think it advisable to put the 
watter-in {hat form, because I think I have 
heard the samie remark from your Lord- 
ship before, . 

Hila Lordship : Many times, 

Mr Dennys, continuing, said hé hoped to 
bring his Leesenle to consider the crime; 
into which his client had fallen, as; ‘at all’ 
events, an unpremeditated one, 

His‘ Lordship br pig ae the greatest 
astonishment at this line of argument, 
How could {t be an unpremeditated crime 
when the performance of what the man had 
boen guilty of had taken somothlag like a 
year, The crime tasted from the Quad 
November 1878 until June of this year. 
He was certain Mr Dennys did not mean 
what he had sald. ~ 

Mr Dennys. sald tho jury had found. 
his olient guilty of conspiracy and he 
had nothing to say -agaiust the verdict. 
He only asked hin Lordship to look 
at the matter In this light,—that his 
olfont had on the first-mentioned date done 
an Dl-advised: act unpremeditatedly, which 
was held to constitate ‘a mfsdemeanour. 
That was the day the crime was committed 

fou 
done then’ was simply with a view to 
etting a heavy commission for giving the 
use of his name, What was done after- 
wards waa simply with the view of recover- 
ing that commission; nothing more. It 
was never the object or fntentfon of bis 
client to secure or. appropriate the $17,000. 

Tho Chief Justice: What was his object 
then in taking the boy before the English 
Consul and getting him to swear to the 
falschoods he then told! ‘That the loan had 
been effacted by him by the order of his 
father, that’ he had been paid $17,000 by 
this man in hard cash, and so on. - 

Mr Dennys : He would have got nothing, 


d | of course, unless this money was obtained. 


But he hed on'!y to receive the difference 
between the two notes. The gun dealer 
was to get the note he held paid, $13,600, 
and give guns for the amount, ~The Chief 
Justioo said that the note on the face of it 
made the $17,000 payable to the first pri- 
soner, The Court did not know what he 
was going to do with it, how much he was 


to sppropriate himeelf and how much: be |- 


was to give to his fellow conspirators; And 
what was more the Court did vot care, 
The following evidence was then called : 
N. A. Siebs (of Me-ars Siemssen & Co.'s): 
I have. known prisoner since 1865 ; he was 
employed in several Chinese hongs as‘ma- 
cheen. He was inthe Yuen Fat: Hong, but 
not, so far an Lknow, ss a partner. He 
started in business three years ago. He 
has chartered several vessels from us. I 
haye ear Tey bim an honourable man 
and uprightin all bis dealings, He always 
paid bis bills. YX belleve he bore the gene- 
ral oharacter-of an honourable man, _ 
Cross-examined: 1 know he became 
abankrupt. Idon’t know for how much, 
Tho Chief Justice: You know, Mr Hayl- 
lar? :

by subtle. means to obtain from Wong 
Ming Leong, # Major in the army of the 
Emperor of China, targe sums of money and 
to cheat him thereof. Of the guilt of each 
of you I have no shadow of doubt. I am 
satisfied that you and your two cu-conspi- 
rators met together in Hongkong and 
deluded Wong Kwok Oban, a boy es one of 
you called bim, to trast to you Chun Shun 
Yeo as a wealthy English merchant, al- 
though in fact you were then insolvent, 
and to give you a promissory note for 
$17,7000, in ‘exchange for one by you for 
$13,6 0 which, you being then insolvent, 
you represented to him to be as good as & 
bank note in the presence of yor Tam Yew 


Tong, although you knew him to be in-| 


solyent, and you accepted that note of the 
insolvent, affecting to thin boy to treat it 
as a good note, and you induged that boy to 
part with the note for $13,600 to you with- 
out value, though you deluded him into the 
belief that you would supply arms'to the 
‘amount. I think it mont likely that your 
co-conspirator, ~ Ho Chui Tin, had some 
scheme to use the infatuated boy for some 
purpose of his. own to offer arms to the 
Chinese Government in the name of Wong 
On. His first object was possibly by that 
means to-provide an escape for himself from 
his discredit with the Government- Hoe 
was 1 think the originator of the brilliant 
idéa to induca this foolish boy to assume 
that name which in-some way implicated

stopped. Thereupon ‘Maj:r Hong Ming 
Leong very properly ‘came ‘here, where the 
conspiracy. bad been formed, and proceeded 
against you criminally, and after a very full 
investigation, after every posalble defence 
has been put forward, you have both been 
convicted of a very disgraceful crime, You 
| Chun Shun .Yee appear to have been the 
worst of the four parties in using your real 
or pretended statun asa British subject to 
deceive the British Consul and to induca 
him by false statements to enforco your 
unfounded claim against the Major. I 
have not thought it necéasary to enter into 
the case more fully ; all the details are to 
be found in the réporta of the trial. You 
have disgraced the body of respectable men 
of Ohinese orjgin who aro justly proud of 
the. protection which thelr being British 
aubjectsgivesthem. Yourlosolvency might 
have been your misfortune ;, your conduct 
for which you now stand at that Bar was 
most -wicked. It .muat entail a heavy 
punishment on you as an example-to deter 
others from hoping to gain by such dis- 
graceful contrivances and to learn that 
honesty is the best polloy. Ths sentence 
of the Court on you, Chun Shun Yee, is 
that you be imprisoned and kept to hard 
labour for the perlod of two years. As for 
you, Tam Yew Tong, you are certainly 
guilty, but your case seeme not so bad as 
that of Chun Shun Yee. | take thatinto con- 
sideration. . Tho sentence of this Court 9 
ou Tam Yew Tong isthat you be imprisoned 
and ‘kept to hard labour for one year. 

The second prisoner begged for mercy, 

The Chief Justica: I have been more 
merciful with you, I think than I should 
have been. If you will cancel the two 
promissory notes and give them up can- 
celled ; 1€ you ask the British Consul to 
withdraw -his request to the Mandarin to 
press the Major in reapect of the note for 
$17,000,.and if you both make what Tepa- 
ration ia in your power to him by releasing 
him absolutely from all pretence of claim, 
you will give satisfactory proof of sorrow, 
This you ought to do without any expect- 
ation of any favour.

THE POWERS OF THE COURT TO 
CONTROL THE PRESS. 


THE RIGHTS AND LIABILITIES OF NRWS- 
PAPER FUBL:!SHERS, : 


(Before the Full Court.) 


On the full Court assembling, the Chief 
Justice said — 


Great misapprehenalon has existed, I feel 
sure has honestly existed, in the minds of 
the conductors of the public press in this 
Colony as to their right to choose what to 
publish and what not to publish as reporta 
of the proceedings in this Court. In the 
China Mail the right to publish proceedings 
from day to day ofa cause atill ‘pending, 
contrary to the order of the Court, has been 
asserted for some time in language of scant 
reapect towards the Court, and it has ex- 
pressed {ts determination to assert its in- 
dependent right to do ao in defiance of any 
order of the Court not to publish a report, 
if it:(the China Mail) in its judgment 
shoula decide that’ it is proper, although 
the Judge deciding such publication to be 
improper may have prohibited it. Thus I 
have read the China Mail, It asserts, 1 
think, the superior power of discrimination 
of & newspaper editor who only knows what 
passes publicly in Court on the'subject, to 
the thoughtful decision as to the propriety, 
of publication pending the hearing by a 
j tothe task-wh. 


the pleadings and knows the issue.and has 
sleo in criminal cases curefully woighed the 
facts as they had been made provisionally 
‘to appear in the depusitions. In its pub- 
lication of yestorday the Datly Press, with- 
out conceding that the Court has the power 
to probibit the publication. in criminal 
cases, asserts that no such power exists as 
to civil suits. I must here state;that this 
Court in all its sittings is the Supreme 
Court, having within the narrow limits of 
this Colony all the authority and powers 
which the Supreme Courts of Law and 
Equity at Westminister have had over all 
England, and that this is the case 
when the Court is sitting in Criminal 
Sessions or in Summary. Jurisd ction 
as fully as when sitting in full 
Court. Now, a6 at present advised. 
that this Cour: has the power of prohibit- 
ing the publication of its -proceedings 
pending the trial’ both of Oriminal and. 
civil, cases, is to our minds clear; and that 
any publication of the proceedicgs contrary 
to such order is a contempt punishable by 
fine and imprisonment or by either penalty. 
it isa general rule that “all Courts have an 
inherent power to punish all persons for 
contempt of theirrules and orders.” Again, 
‘it belongs exclusively to the Court of- 
fended to judge of contempts and what 
amouuts to them ;” moreover it haa been 
repeatedly held that a Court of Superior 
Jurisdiction may review the decision of 
one of inferior jurisdiction on a mattor of 
contempt, Ths Supreme Court of this “o- 


lony ig legally inferior only to the Privy. 


‘Council, that high tribunal alone has power 
to question and reverse, vary or affirm any 
order of tbis Court. I have above quoted 
from Houvier’s Law Dictionary because T 
there find these elementary, (they aro 
merely beset propositions well col- 
lected ; the cases there referred ‘to and to be 
found in all.books oa the subject, demon- 
strate that this power is as old as that 
“the memory of man goeth not t» the con- 


jtrary,” that is, it is the Common Law 


of England and -has been introduced 
as the Common Law by Ordinance 
-ever since 1845. But it has beon sald 
that to publish proosedings pending a trial 
contrary to an order. prohibiting publica- 
tion is not a contempt punishable by 
the Court whose order is disobeyed.. This 
is an error. In the King +. Clement, 
Barnwell & Alderson, 218, the old law was 
emphatically confirmed by the full Court 
of Queen’s Bench in 1821, _In that case it 
appeared that Lord Chief’ Justice Abbott, 
at atrial at the-Old Bailey, prohibited the 
publication of any proceedings of that 
.or of any day-uatil the whole trial. should. 
be brought to's conclusion, The defend- 
ant had published in the Observer newspa- 
per what was admitted tobe “a fair trae 
and impartial account. of the proceedings 
and -evidence -publicly had and. pro-

1, Peor Wm. 675. © Agaiti Lord Erakiue, 
who aa an advocate had all but defied the 
Judges, when he became Lord Chaucellor, 
fully recognised thé power of the Court in 
civil cases to fine for contempt aa in 13, 
Vea. 237. 5 nt 

Mr Justice Francis, in the case ‘of Lal 
Chung v. Leong Ayon, when it came before 
hime we:k alnce, on the evidence before 
him thought it to be his duty to-uso lan- 
guage towards tho-tynorant defendant’ to 
rouse him to's, sense of the seriousness of 
his poaltion, and he said that as the evidence 
thon stood tho defendant appeared guilty 
of perjury. A sort of judiciel instinct led 
him to suspect that there was more in the 
conse in favour of the defendant than. then 
appeared and he adjoutned the case to 
enable the defendant to add to-hia evid-. 
ence. What he then said was strong ; 
solely intended to reach the stolid mind of 
the ignorant defendant, he thought that 
what he said was proper for that occasion, ° 
but that not being bis formal decision it 
would ‘be doing a projudice to the defond- .. 
ant to publish it. Most persons would 
agree with him, Whether he was right or 
wrong in hisorder the law madeit imperative, 
and to the extent that the China Mail. dis- 
obeyed it, it aubjected ita conductor to the 
penalty for Contempt of Court. The law en- 
trusted it to the Judgo to fix the amount of 
that penalty in case he should think fit to 
call on the offender to answer for the’con- 
tempt. Mr Justice Francis has abstained 
from imposing any penalty, but we ara both 
of opinion that there haa been a Contempt 
of Court in this publication. 

I now turn to a Contempt of Court of 
snother kind in reference to a case before’ - 
me the proceedings in which, have caused 
me 6s much anxiety. aud wissatisfaction as 
any case at which I ever presided. I meant 
to probibit all publication of tho proceed- 
ings during the trial, but as to that I was 
misundoratood by the gentleman who spoke 
to me on the subject. Without thorefore 
any prohibition by the Court both the 
newsp»pers published what were hecesaarily 
curtailed reports of the proceedings and 
evidence. The mind. of a narrator may be 
fair and impartial, but bis narrative not 
belng the ipsissima verba it is different 
from it ;—it is not the vera effigies of what 
ocoutred, and in thisoasetheevidence, given - 
as it was with the neogssary suppresson of 
the evidenca of Dr Ayres, told. much 
stronger aga:nst the accused than it would 
have done with such evidence, but the 
worst part of the report was contained in — 
these words,—“ the boy on whom the offence 
was committed was the firat witness,” 
That may well te read sa an agsertion 
a the China Mail, at least by implication, 
of the guilt of the accused whilst the trial 
was pending, Two of the Jurors atmitted 
that they had looked at the r-port. The 
China Maiti will hardly contend that it 
does not influence public opinion ; however. 
that may be, there was but one Juror who 
declinéd to concur in the verdict of * not 
guilty.” Who can say that this paragraph 
and the whole report, including the gosaip at 
the house not on oath, which the China Mail 
detailed, did not influence that one Juror ? 
Now, this kind of pableation c:-mes within 
the Contempt which Lord Hardwicke, the 
greatest Lord Obancellor of former daya, so 
severely and juatly reprobated. He held that - 
it’ was incumbent on Courts to preserve 
their proceedings from being misrepresent. 
ed and from prejudice being raised againgt 
aparty in acivil suit. It is neceasarily mach 
more 60.in a criminal trial, before the cause 
is heard. In that case Lord Hardwicke 
committed the proprietor of the offendin 
uewspaper, a lady, tothe leet Prison for 
the contempt, although the report had 
praised ths “upright Magiatrate’s decree.” 
tt would be well if editors of newspipers._ 
would study 2 Atkins 496 and 4 Barnewell 
‘ond Alderson p. 218; and if they - keep . 
within the limits presented in the two cases 
there reported they will be. safe. It 
appeared to mo to be inexpedient to direct 
proceedings in respect of this contempt 3 
we feel that gonerally the repérts of pros 
ceedings in this Court-are given é 
care and fairness, but our duty 
to express what our notion of the
